Nation 


shall not lift up sword against nation, 
neither shall they learn war anymore. 


It is a strange thing that look'ng 


back on those long stretches of time 
which we call historical and locking at 
the races and nations of earth, whether 
civilized or barbarous,and reading their 
stories—their literature, poems, philos- 
ophies and religions—we note that the 
chief thing in all these is tha spirit of 
war; their chief glory is military; their 
chief poems sin? alone of war as Homer 
does; their greatest heroes are war- 
riors conquering the world aud holding 
tribes in EU 
V j etion by the sword 


Through all tl e ages r u t one voice 


was raised—iweet ard musical as the 
song of lark or nightingale amid the 
hootings of owls and the discordant 
sounds of jickals and wolves in a lor- 
est; the one tound of a ssng of peace 
from the Hebrew race. The first prem 
in the Bible is Lgmsch's "Song of the 
Sword," and these Hebrews were war- 
like enough—strong in their passions 
and 
antipathies, requiring centuries 


to overcome. 


Bat a c'a-.s of men came into their 


lives—She prophets—who did not tell 
them that the'avorile sport and occu 
pation of tkQ. gods was war; thatheroic 
warlike achievements were the mist 
honorable; but looking beysnd with 
undim^ned v!sio3, they saw through the 
coming centuries the grandest and most 
impressive figure of all hioto^y aid 
they dec'ared that when the, Messiah 
came in His new kingdom—peace should 
rule the earth; that when His reign 
should sweep through 
nations and 


earth, and Gad's law be rightly observ- 
ed, then the nations would In-n from 
war to peaceful occupations, beatine 
their swords into plow shares and tleir 
sre^rs into pruning hooks, for tber — 
na'.ion shcu.d not lift up sword against 
nation, neither should they learn war 
any more. 


They predicted a time when a h'gher 


law than that of force or greed and 
seln's'aness shall rule and the Divine 
Will shall be supreme. 


The laws and policies of nations shall 


then be guided not by the laws and 
passional insticcts of mer—as has been 
the case since history began to write 
the story cf men's wars—but the higher 
moral and spiritual faculties and sen- 
timents shall prevail and cmtrol 


The" peace shall be—not a visitant 


to earth but si all abide; and nations 
shall be eiriched aud made happy by 
the victories wh-'ch peace wins. Now 
this is to be done—the text implies by 
the common people—not by kings and 
princes—potentates and nobles and 
generals, but they—the people—-shall 
beat their swords into plow shares. 
Their (the peoples') spears be beaten 
into prunir g hocks; nation (aot kings 
and generait) shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more. 


Fjr consider—the world's great bus- 


iness—."specially the civilized—Is to 
teach war. 
A.I Europe is a military 


school and the education is compulso- 
ry. Every capable man—du'ing the 
formative period of hia life—must be 
in this school. So yon have fiva mill- 
ions in the primary school of the army, 
and fifteen millions in advanced schools 
called "Reserves.'1 


And the prophet here declares that 


when the righteousness of the gcspel 
shallcontrol, these schools will be emp 
tied of scholars. The science, skill, 
time and resources now expended in 
mi'itary affairs sball be turned into 
other channels of Righteousness and 
so peaca shall have her victories as 
well as war. 


Ail things shall conduce to the better 


education—higher comfort and general 
welfare of the people. Then sorrow 
and sighing shall flee away and ro'er- 
ty itself ahall lose its sting and God's 
kingdom and law shall rule from east 
to west through every zoie and the 
earth shall ba filled with the glory cf 
the Lord. 


This is the future: for there are hin- 


drances today to the consummation of 
this state. The first ia the larg? space 


yet emerged 
fir enough 
from the 


natural barbarism and savagery of na- 
ture—so that ra'.i'.ne, cities and society 
can do without armed forces. 


The city 
siill needs 
tbe police- 


maa and the nation nerds the soldier. 
E yen in some families owing to d f jcts 
of parents—and in 
some schools— 


owing to defeeis in teechers there is 
still room for physical force in controll- 
irg the childrfi— m r.> the pity for 
parents and children. 
Force is still 


needed 
It gi^tf- success to irany men 


who could nut otherwise succeed. If 
a femily, city nr nation lacks the moral 
and spiritual f irc^ they mast fail back 
upon aid apply physical or fall into 
anarchy. 


But the less niei of this kind of 


force, the further advanced is this 
family—city—nation in tha new ard 
better order "hich is yet to cantrcl 
the earth—when the Christian iJeal 
civilization sba 1 prevail.

outcast tramp. 


In tbe lower realms of life you see 


states and condition:, whence men are 
slowly emerging from barbarism and 
hardness anrt the animal earthly life— 
where they live along animal lines 
alone—iuceeeding by biute, if not bru- 
tal, force and cunning and where they 
need physical strength aud force and 
awakening intelligence to control the 
physical and anim&l world; in other 
words, that form of life which we call 
savagery. 


But even in theoe men and states 


there is this uplift and they are being 
led up and away from this lower phase 


The organized forces of men today 


which are cabed a'miee—shall be still 
used against mountains find valleys— 
soils and rocks—to pierce mountains, 
to bridge valleys,to prepare highways, 
to promote commerce. 
Thea they 


shall be soldiers of peace under-the 
Prince 
of 
P<a;e, warring 
against 


nature's hindrances to the progress o' 
the race; and this shall be the barom 
eter by which we shall judgb of the 
uplift of C'Viiizuion. 
Tbe spiritual 


forces shall then be the captains of 
industry—the engineers of these phys- 
ical ones and shall guide and control 
for and not against men. 


The time is drawing near—and the 


scien ce of war is bringing it nearer— 
(for so God uses the wrath of man and 
even the madness of kings—as of mao 
Kirg George III to estab ish fr< e Amer 
ica) when arbitration shall keep toi 
s^ord in its scabbard. Too larger thi 
ships, armies, tools of war, tha m r 
costly and dangerous a play will wa: 
become. No longer the pastime of kiags 
and Mars and his uijnth of March will 
not be tbe god and tima when man 
shall worship and go out to war 


The city must have its rules forbid 


ding evil men to whelm society with 
the ilaods of their passions; tbe good 
of all demands the regulation or sup 
pretsion of tnesa lawless ones. The 
city does, o: shou'd do, fcr you what 
the savage must do for nimself—pro- 
tect against the lawless. 
Welii the 


day will come when nations shall so 
combine and hinder the ambition or 
avarice and revenge cf kings running 
riot in war and carnage. It can be 
done. The trend of tbe century is to 
this end. Tbe last 20 years have seen 
many efforts 
thus made to settle 


national disputes in courts of arbitra- 
tion as men settle their differences in 
civil courts. 
A cede of laws for 


nations will be born which will recog- 
nize and issue such cases. 


But back of all will be public opin- 


ior—public 
sentiment—born 
of ar 


enlightened conscience and sen id un- 
biased j^d^ment and these will be 
amoog tbe people—taugbt by press 
and pulpit. The tima will c?me when 
tbe laboring man will begin to hatf 
war as a tax en him alone—ss it i- 
death to him alone. 


But so far men have loved and de- 


1'ghted in war, ard hove danced to the 
strains of martial music acd crowned 
themselves with its glories. 
Men have 


enjoyed the taste of Hood ard often a 
panic or insanity (for that is what 
it it) for war fills the mind. 
Most 


nations—if not persons—love war,— 
uatil war has destroyed and wasted 
and ruined and starved them into 
hating it and then they prayed for 
and loved peace until they again 
forgot war's horr jrs; and then they go 
to war again to the sound of the fift 
and drum—i music which intoxicates 
the young, who have not yet learned 
what war is: 


But when men—eomrnoa men—stand 


by the women, who are the worst 
sufferers in war, and protest and wil 
not recede frcm their demands—l.hrn 
we will advance—-lot to war destruct 
ive but through arbitr.-.tioi to peace 
constructive. At present this truth is 
only known, because felt by wcmer— 
known because studied by educated 
men who have learned the value of 
life.

twenty live huudred pupils whose ages 
range from live to (ifteen years. Among 
other dcpirtments of instruction taugbt 
in our public schools, is a fre drill 
In 


this particular s-hool in Bronx this drill 
bad rcache:! a very gratifying degree 
perfection and there is no doubt that in 
the fire nf last week it was the means of 
saving hundreds oflives Almost instantly 
with the alarm the lire drill was sounded, 
the pupils rose to their feet without em - 
tion, standing like statues and waiting 
for command.

only a minimum ol the sacrifice.

ed for their weight; there was their fatal 
weakness, which was known to be equal 
to ten pounds to the man; they were 
beaten down by weight alone; their cip 
tain, Foulke, is one of the best football 
players in the country and when such a 
man has to be carried off the field almost 
crushed to pieces and covered with blood, 
it does seem as though something might 
be invented to amuse the public better 
than that which ouce served to grace 
Koman holidays.
